J. Day, who practiced medicine in Bladensburg, Maryland, and a sister, Ann I_y who 
was called "Nancy" Day and she married Mr. William Dawkins. If this Robert Day (who 
married Miss Eltonhead) had other brothers and sisters, I do not know.

“sing your praises." I often think how simple it would have been had someone become 
interested in the family-history years ago when my great-grandfather was living, as he — | 
could have told so much or could have directed one to the proper person for j data. 

“But; I guess that is usually the cases “A person doéun*t becomé interested | 
in time, and when he does, he looks around to find the very ones who could help hir.. ' 
gonee We have a nice account of my great-grandfather taken from R. French Stcne's ~~ 
“Biography of Eninent American Physicians and Surgeons," published in 1894. But, it 
is the ancestors further back which we want to investigate now. Will you please copy : 
the births, marriages, and deaths with the names and dates and send them to me? It 
will mean so much to me in my investigation. I should like to see how your data fits 
in with what I have already. Unfortunately, most of my investigating has to be done 
by correspondence, which takes a long time, as I live far out in the country away from 
libraries which might contain genealogy recordse I have a distant cousing living in 
Los Angeles, who has looked up things for me in the genealogy room of the Library of 
Los Angeles, and in this manner I acquired your namee We believe we have a direct 
line back to about 1697, but we want to.be sure, as we don't want anything but the | 
truth in our linee We have a record of the first Robert Day who came to this country 
in 1604 from England, and we hope to link to this one, as we believe him to be the 
| original ancestor. Now, just any thing pertaining to this subject which you might write 
me will be greatly appreciated. Nothing is too trivial. And, I am interested in 

genéral information as well as in specific dates and names. So, will you please tell 
me all you know of the family? I believe all the "Bay" family was one ami the same 
Somewhere and somehow in years gone by, back on the continent, and that the ancestors 
came over separately and have since branched out until the different groups are unknown. |

Instituted May 13, 1912 
Incorporated in Virginia, July 22, 1913 


OBJECTS 


To honor the FOUNDERS OF THE NATION; and to promote 
patriotism and love of country by bringing to light and preserving for pos- 
terity, the true and full history of the founding of the ITED STATES 
OF AMERICA. 

To enroll, as far as obtainable, the names of the founders and of their 
descendants. 


ELIGIBILITY 


Any one of the age of eighteen or over who is personally acceptable and 
who is lineally descended from a man or woman who aided in the founding 
of the first permanent English colony, either as a colonist or as an “adven- 
turer” (investor) in the shares thereof, is eligible to membership. 

While it may be said that the foundation period extended to the re- 
vocation of the p Bets of the Colony as a corporation (May 24, 1624), this 
ORDER concentrates upon the crucial thirteen years (1607-1620) which 
culminated in the institution of representative government, 1619-20. (The 
Assembly of July-August, 1619, was prorogued to March 1, 1619/20). 


MEMBERSHIP 


Membership is by invitation only. A name must be proposed by one 
member and seconded by two others. Under certain circumstances the 
President and Council may propose and second names. 


INITIATION FEE 


Aes ss Fit cara feces ee cece 
and MUST accompany the candidate’s lineage blanks. If a name is rejected 
because of insufficient proof, the fee, less ten dollars for examination of papers, 
shall be returned to the candidate. There are no national annual dues; 
but States may provide for State dues for local needs. 


INSIGNIA 


The insignia consists of a gold medallion, attached to a ribbon of the 
colors of the ORDER which is suspended from a gold bar bearing the legend, 


“1607—VIRGINIA—1620.” The cost of the insignia is

The records of this office show that one James Day served in 
the Revolutionary War as a private in Captain ‘nomas Massie's Company 
6th Virginia Regiment commanded by Lieutenant Colonel James Hendricks, 
and later by Colonel Thomas Elliott. He enlisted to serve to March ll, 
1778. His name is borne on the records from June 16 to November -,\ 1777. 
No later record found, and the county in which he resided is not shown. 


The collection of Revolutionary War records in this office is far 
from complete, and it is suggested as 4 possibility that additional 
information may be obtained from the Librarian, Virginia State Library, 
Richmond, or from the Veterans Administration, Washington, D. C.

No record has been found in this office of the service in the Revolutionary 
Wer in a Virginia orgenization of a Captain nemed Thomas Day. = 

However, the records show that one Thomas Day served in that war as a 
private in Captain James Foster*s Company, 15th Virginia Regiment, commanded by 
Lieutenant Colonel James Innes. His name first appears on the company muster roll 
for June, 1777, dated July 10,1777, which shows that he enlisted January 10, year 
not shown, for three years. The company muster roll for July, 1777, dated aucust 
7,1777, shows him: Sick Morristown;the company muster roll for Aucust, 1777, dated 
September_1,1777, shows him: Sick Philadelphia, and the company muster roll for 
September, 1777, dated October 14,1777, shows him: Dead. 

The collection of Revolutionary War records in this office is far from com- 
plete, and it is suggested as a possibility that additional information may be 
obtained from the Librarian, Virginia State Library, Richmond, or from the Veterans 
Administration, Washington, D.C., which has custody of the U.S. pension records.
